A Railroad Man And A 
Symbol Of The Past

Patrick H. Connell of 327 South 
Seventh 
street is 
ninety 
years 
old. He hired out on the C. & N. 
W. railway for the first time as 
a section hand in 1875. He took 
his pension in December, 
1925. 
But let one thing 
be 
said im­ 
mediately: This 
is not a 
piece 
about an old man on a pension. 
This is a piece about Pat Con­ 
nell, railroad man of 
the 
old 
breed, who is, at 90, one whole 
chunk of a lot younger than you 
and you and you. 
When Pat Connell hired out fir­ 
ing on the C. & N. W. in 1883 (this 
was the second or third time he 
hired out on the C. & N. W.), 
there were 87 other firemen hired 
at the same time.

At 90, Pat Connell has little of 
old age’s 
mellowness.—that 
so 
called tolerance which is so often, 
weariness or indifference. 
Pat Connell wasted 
the 
early 
years of his youth. He didn’t go to 
work for a living until 
he was 
nine years old, and he didn’t start 
railroading until he was 19, when 
he hired out in April 
on a C. & 
N. W. section gang. 
The next year, 1876, 
he went 
braking for the old pioneer Mar­ 
quette,

(now incorporated in

Line), riding the head-end, wind­ 
ing up hand-brakes for that long 
and treacherous hill that ran from 
Ishpeming like a ski slide to the 
Marquette docks. 
Then he went over to the C. &

before that famous explosion of 
the nitro-glycerine car at Ishpem­ 
ing in January 1878, an older man

2nd day of January waiting for 
the car to be loaded, and took the 
force of the blast which disinteg­ 
rated a teamster and two helpeis. 
Pat Leaves Ishpeming 
Pat Connell had, as a matter of 
fact, caught the footboard of that 
engine where on his way to break­ 
fast, riding it up to the boarding­ 
house path crossed the track, ar­ 
guing with Jerry Foley and Billy 
Spellman about their New Year’s 
celebrating. And he was the first 
man to get to the engine after that 
explosion which left nothing and 
no one to explain it, which threw 
the axles of the car as far as Teal 
Lake, two miles away, and blew j 
the switch engine skinned like a 
rabbit a quarter of a mile 
and 
left it skinned like a rabbit, its 
flues twisted like tortured snakes, 
and the blood and guts and blast­ 
ed

And then, like most good rail­ 
roadmen, Pat Connell moved. The 


A big money job that would 
have been, Pat Connell said, if a 
man wished to work the angles 
and favor one mill manager over 
another in the matter of spotting 
cars, but of course he himself was 
above such shenanigans.

those days it was a

simple, very 
puny 
thing.

Connell had a good

with the growth of those agree­ 
ments, for he was always a union 
man. 
Slight and anemic as it was, the 
agreement between the enginemen 
and the railroad company was the 
big reason why Pat Connell hired 
out firing instead of braking on 
the C. & N. W. when he went 
back to Ishpeming in 
1882.

switchmen and trainmen were not 
organized in those days, and the 
enginemen were.

ABOUT LIBERIA 


Walter 
G. 
Wilson 
Of 
Manistique Speaks 
At Meeting Here 


An interesting talk on his ex­ 
periences in Liberia, Negro repub­ 
lic in West Africa, was given by 
Walter G. Wilson, forest ranger at 
Manistique, at the meeting of the 
Kiwanis club yesterday noon. 
Mr. Wilson spent 
about 
four 
years in Libera from 1926 to 1930 
while in the employ of a large 
American rubber company which 
had established a plantation there. 
He was introduced at the meeting 
bv Rav Knudson. 
" Tracing the history of Libera, 
Wilson said the state resulted from 
the efforts of the National Coloni­ 
zation Society of America, organ­ 
ized before the Civil war, to es­ 
tablish a colony for Negroes from 
the United States. The first steps 
toward organization of the colony 
were taken in 1820. and 27 years 
later the society withdrew' active 
assistance from the Negro settlers, 
urging them to set up an inde­ 
pendent form of government. 
Liberia is classified as a repub­ 
lic and democracy. Wilson said. 
He gave an eye-witness account 
of a presidential election in that 
country. 
Only landowners were 
eligible to vote. and there were 
only 
10,000 
legal voters at the 
time. However, as a result of an 
unexampled demonstration of bal­ 
lot box stuffing, 
the 
victorious 
candidate won by “a 400,000 ma­ 
jority.” 
Wilson said there are two parties 
in Liberia. One is the True Whig 
party, which is perpetually in, and 
the People’s Party which is per­ 
petually out and trying to get in. 
The speaker told of some of the 
tribal customs, the performances 
of native medicine men, and other 
unusual and interesting conditions 
in Liberia. 
George Grenholm and Arthur 
Goulais of the Escanaba Winter 
Sports club also spoke briefly, so­ 
liciting financial support for the 
winter carnival 
and ice skating 
meeting to be held in February.

W ar Not Officially 
Over For Veterans 
Washington, (£>)—The Veteran! 
Administration ruled that Presid­ 
ent Truman’s proclamation 
end­ 
ing hostilities Dec. 31 affects Navy 
midshipmen and Army and Coast 
Guard cadets, but almost no vet­ 
erans. 
Army, Navy and 
Coast Guard 
students no longer have an active 
duty status, and 
since 
Dec. 31 
have not been credited for veter­ 
ans benefits. 
Wartime rates of compensation 
continue to apply to service-con­ 
nected disability and death cases 
for members of the armed forces 
until the official end of the war. 
However, in nonservice-connected 
death and disability cases, rights 
depending on war veteran status 
alone—such 
as 
hospitalization, 
domiciliary care and burial allow­ 
ance—will be accorded only those 
who served between Dec. 7, 1941, 
and Dec. 31, 1946. 
VA said the end of the war, not 
the cessation of hostilities, will be 
the determining factor 
in estab­ 
lishing the deadline for 
educa­ 
tional. loan and unemployment al­ 
lowance provisions 
of the G. I. 


Bill, and for vocational rehabilita­ 
tion for disabled veterans. 
Disabled veterans 
must 
com­ 
plete their training within 
nine 
years after the end of the war. VA 
may guarantee 
or 
insure 
G. I. 
loans up to IO years after the end 
of the war, 
education 
or job- 
training may be started up to four 
years, and 
readjustment 
allow­ 
ances expire two years after the 
end of the war.
